New York. July 9.— The American 
cow contributed $100,000.000 of her 


product to the exports of the United 
States in the last year, nearly all in 
the form of condensed milk used by 
tlie Expeditionary Force in France. 
A compilation made by the National 
City Bank shows that the quantity of 
condensed milk exported in the year 
ended June 30 will approximate 600,- 
000 pounds, compared with 200,000 
pounds for the corresponding period 
of 1917. 
These shipments are val­ 
ued at $100,000,000, which sum was 
brought up to the century mark by 
exportations of butter and cheese, ac­ 
cording to the National City Bank's 
figures. 
In the year ended June 30, 
1917. the American cow contributed 
$.>0.000,000 of the nation's exports 
and the preceding year $28,000,009.

State Comptroller Relieves Evasions 


In Form of Notes Preventable. 


Albany. N. Y., Ju ly 9 — -The 
fre­ 
quent practice adopted by testators 
I of issuing prom issory notes payable 
¡after the m aker’s death and thereby 
I avoiding the paym ent of thousands 
of dollars annually in the form of 
inheritance taxes could be easily pre­ 
vented by the adoption of the two 
year provision in the F ederal statute, 
Stale C om ptroller T ravis believes, ac- 
according to a statem ent made public 
today. 
This question, he points out. 
often arises w here the departm ent 
is called upon to determ ine w hether 
a gift was made in contem plation of 
i death, and as such, a taxable trans- 
| for under the inheritance tax law. 
“T he 
disposition 
of 
property, 
camouflaged in the form of a promis­ 
sory note, payable at or after the 
death of the m aker,’’ explained the 
comptroller, “seems to me to be a l­ 
most as testam entary in effect as a 
gift in contemplaftion of death or 
even a will, and permits 
in most 
cases a clear evasion of our present 
statute. A person well advanced in 
tvears will give a favorite relative or 
| friend his promissory note 
for a 
large sum of money, payable after 
his death in consideration of the ser­ 
vices rendered, although these, in 
some instances, are worth little more 
¡than the payee's m aintenance while 
| living in the family. 
“It seem* to me th at one who had 
| rendered services worth thousands 
! of dollars would not consent to con­ 
tinue those services and accept as se­ 
curity for his pay merely the prom is­ 
sory note of the debtor payable af- 


j ter his death, thereby perm itting the 
I debtor to lose or squander all his 
property before this obligation be- 
| came due. Such a transaction stamps 
itself as an evasion for some 
pur­ 
pose; and as the ordinary way is to 
: pay one’s debts or most of them in 
one's lifetime, or else make provision 
for the payment of them in one's 
will or leave them subject to proof 
as a debt to be proven against the 
estate, the apparent eva-sion in a 
transaction of this kind is to avoid 
payment of a transfer tax.’’

A compilation made by the National 
City Bank shows that th« quantity of 
condensed milk exported in the year 
ended June 30 will approximate 600,-

ued at $100,000,000, which sum was 
brought up to the century mark by 
eiportations of butter and cheese, ac- 
cording to the National City Bank's 
figures.

living in the family. 


"It seems- to me that one who had 


rendered services worth thousands 
?f dollars would n«t. consent to con- 
tinue those services'and accept as se-, 
curity for his pay. merely the promis- 
sory note 'of the debtor payable af- 
ter his death, thereby permitting the 
debtor to lose or squander all his 
property before this obligation be- 
came due. Such a transaction stamps 
itself as an evasion for some pur- 
pose; and as the ordinary way is .to 
pay one's debts or most of them in 
one's lifetime, or else make provision 
for the payment of them in one's 
will or leave them subject to proof 
as a debt to bo proven against the 
estate, the apparent evasion In a 
transaction of this kind is to avoid 
payment of a transfer tax."
